Every perſon exerciling Merchandiſe, Bargaining and 
Selling, &c. or other Art or Faculty, being fach kind of 
perſons, and in ſuch places as heretofore within theſe for- 
ty years, have accultomably uſed to pay fuch perſonal 
Tithes, or of*right ought to pay (other than ſuch as be 
common Day-labourers ) ſhall yearly, &c. pay for his per. 
ſonal Tithes, the tenth part of his clear gains, his charges 
and expences, cc. deducted. But in all ſuch places where 
Handicrafts men have uſed to pay their Tithes, &c. the

Every perſon which ought to pay Offerings ſhall (Year- 
ly ) truly pay them tothe Parſon, Vicar, &c. at ſuch four 
oftering days,cc.as have been accuſtomed for the payment 
of the ſame; and in default thereof to pay for the ſaid of- 
ferings at Eaſter then next following, 2 Ea.
